directly to outsiders, its force in the promotion of a remedy at home be­ 


ing immensely greater than its power to create aversion 
to 
the 
city 


abroad, 
rurther, it will not be questioned that there can be no better ad­ 


vertising of a city than dissemination of the fact that whenever it is in 


a bad way its citizens rise to its assistance and, no matter how alarm­ 


ing the crisis, carry it in triumph over the obstacle to greater successes 


and wider fields. 
Indomitable citizenship, the inspiration of home loyal­ 


ty and keen enterprise, is the most potent factor, the most essential 
ele­ 


ment, in city building. 
The harm of advertising a trying situation is in­ 


considerable when compared with the good that comes from advertising 


an accompanying triumph over that evil condition. 


But if we hush the story of the city's failures and misfortunes to keep 


them from doing us small hurt with the outside world, how can we secure 


the vastly greater good that comes with their aggitation and correction at 


home?

PLAN $2,000,000 
PARK AT MADISON 


(Special Tribune Dispatch.) 
M A D I S O N , Wis., Feb. 27.— A proj­ 
ect to devote $2,000,000 for the cre­ 
mation of a state park in the heart of 
the city of Madison, as an elaborate 
approach to the new statehouse, was 
laid before the capital 
commission 
yesterday and 'before the legislature 
within a few days. 
Senator Stout of Menominee is be­ 
hind the project. 
T h e proposed park 
covers six of the best business and 
residence blocks in Madison, extend­ 
ing from the southeastern part 
of 
Capital park to Lake Monona. Some 
of the finest residences and largest 
business blocks in the city 
would 
have to be torn down. 
, 
The plan has been kept so secret 
that it was only yesterday that it be­ 
came known. 
Fore some weeks past Grant T h o m ­ 
as, 
a 
real estate 
agent, has 
been 
quietly securing options on the prop­ 
erty desired, at the instigation 
of 
Senator" Stout. 
T h e greatest secrecy 
has been maintained as to the illum­ 
inate object of the would-be purchas­ 
ers, and by accident the project was 
made public. 
W ith the exception of 
two property owners, who own con­ 
siderable property in the desired plat, 
options 
have 
been 
secured totaling 
some $1,600,000. 
Members of the leg­ 
islature, including members of 
the 
capital commission, profess entire ig­ 
norance of the project. 
Notable Buildings in T ra ct 
T h e property desired is two blocks 
facing Main street, from Carroll to 
Pinkney, two blocks on Doty between 
the same two streets, and two blocks 
fronting on Wilson street with the 
same boundaries.

block, the Old Young block, the l en­ 
ity block, and the Mills estate prop­ 
erty.
